What seems

portant- practical recommendation 
in this.paper is that one-half 
the 
road funds 
of each 
county be set 


aside forpermanent road construc- 
tion or improvement, leaving the 
remainder to be used for more \or 
less temporary repair and mainten- 
ance ofexisting roads. 
The location 


of permanent roads, on the most ad- 
vantageous ground, and the use of 
masonry forbridges, drains and cul- 
verts, are also insisted upon.in the 
interests 
of true economy. 
It is 
pointed out that the building 
of 


wooden bridges is most wasteful jin 
the long run. 
One of the greatest 


mistakes in the expenditure of road 
money in this state is shown to be 
the

of perishable 
timber for 
bridges. 
Masonry is recommended 
as far cheaper 
than steel, iron or 
wood, permanence considered.

annual expenditure of Cali- 


fornia counties forroad purposes :is 
about $2,000,000.

total comes to. But the great diamond 
miner and empire 
builder seems' 
to 


have made Oxford University heir to 
practically his 
whole 
estate— which 


may amount to8100,000,000— and ifthis 
is what.he has really done, .by this 
stroke bo has -made It the richest uni- 
versity tn the world. Rhodes 
was a 


man of large Ideas, tending toward cen- 
tralization, and he probably intended 
to make Oxford, the university from 
which he had graduated, the center of 
the world'B educational system.

from every stand- 


point. The fitness of the appointee 
as regards intelligenceand integrity 
is generally conceded throughout the 
township, so that the rights of the 
people have been fullysafeguarded. 
The other applicants, itmay be said, 
are equally honest and capable, but it 
willnot be con tended that they have 
any advantage in these respects over 
their successful 
rival. But the sig- 


nificance and policy of the appoint- 
ment is manifest in other respects. 
Itis in line with the political com- 
plexion of the board. ; This was a 
vitally important issue, under the 
conditions at present existing in this 
county. 
Beyond this, the selection 


willbe gratefully accepted as 
a fit- 


ting recognition of the claims of the 
smaller, but rapidly growing, town 
in the district. 
Township four has 


a distinction peculiarly itsown. Its 
population is comprised 
almost en- 


tirely in two large 
towns, Sutter 


Creek and Amador City, with Ama- 
ador at a disadvantage 
inpopula- 


tion, and consequently 
in voting 


strength. Under such circumstances 
the local rivalry is apt to outweigh 
political and party feeling, in case 
the larger town should show a dis- 
position to monopolize 
the official 


honors. 
By conceding 
the justice- 


ship to Amador. for the unexpired 
term this source 
of irritation has 


been allayed, and harmony and good 
feeling promoted between twopopu- 
lous centers, 
which cannot fail to

that material can bo dispensed 


with. The 
mortar blocks are all of 


concrete; the floors are of cement, and 
the concentrators and other machinery 
are bolted into theartificialrock floors. 
The spacious building 70 feet wide and 
over 100 foot long.is Of galvanized iron. 
In the new part of the mill the amal- 
gamating 
plates are 20 feet long, as 


against 16 foot for'the others. 
A pair 


of six foot Fruo concentrators 
is pro- 


vided for each battery of five stamps. 
The Woodbury concentrators, 
after a 


thorough 
trial,: have been .discarded 


for the Fruo. 
The last named 
ma- 


chine seems to be better adapted 
for 


the gold ores met with on the main 
belt of this county.' In some sections 
of the county, where a different class 
of ore has to be treated, 
preference 
is 


given to thn Wilfley or Woodbury pat- 
ent, but on the mother lode it is well 
settled that better, results are secured 
with the Fruo. 
This fact has 
been 


strikingly exemplified at the Keystone. 
While the Woodburys were in use, a 
tailings or slimo plant was kept run- 
ning, the owners making a good living 
out of it. But as soon as 
these 
ma- 


chines woro displaced 
for Frues, 
the 


business of catching sulphurets

tailings

abandoned. 
An cluctnu motor of 150 


horso power runs the 60 stamp mill. 


The hoisting works now operated by 


steam, are soon to be run by an air 
compressor 
operated 
by a 300 'horse 


power 
dynamo. 
After 'leaving 
the 


compressor the air willbe superheated 
so as to ensure greater efficiency. Heat, 
as is wellknown, expands air, and by 
the application ofbeat inIts compressed 
form greater motive force is secured. 
With steam itrequires 6 cords of wood 
por day to run the hoist. 
With the 


new works, one cord per day 
will bo 


sufficient to increase the temperature 
of the compressed 
air to the proper 


standard. 
Atthe timeof our visit the 


machinery of the air compressor 
and 


motor was allinplace and ready to be 
started. ItIs estimated' 
to hoist 160 


skips ofU tons each per. day, and also 
150 skips of water of 550 gallons each. 


MINEDEVELOPMENTS. 


The Keystone, 
notwithstanding it 


has more years of constant activity to 
its credit than any mine inthe county, 
is stillin the infancy ofits career. 
The 


magnificent milling and hoisting equip- 
ment just described has been- provided 
with a full knowledge 
of what the 


underground 
developments 
warrant. 


The lowest working levelat present 
is 


900 feet deep. 
There is a deeper level, 


at the 1000 
feet, but this is full of 


water, the necessity for unwatoring it 
has not yet arrived. 
The truth is the 


possibilities of mining on the mother 
lode are only just beginning to be ap- 
preciated. 
With the Keystone it is 


not a question 
of deep mining. 
The 


ore bodies lying comparatively near to 
the surface promise to supply food for 
the millforanother generation at least. 
Ithas been found that tho gold-boar- 
ingmaterial consists 
of at least four 


veins. 
Tuoso lyingclose to and Incon- 


tact with the slate have been the pro- 
ductive ones in the past.
